How  do  today’s  fashions  rate 
with  college  coeds?

The  verdict,  as 
computed  from  poll  results  is 
that  the  majority  of  women  in 
our  nation’s  colleges  and  univer- 
sities agree  that  they  like  pres- 
ent-day styles  for  women.
